kov. World War II hero, became a 
candidate (alternate) member of 
the ruling body, which was known 
in Stalin's day as the Politburo. 


Thus 
the 
so-called 
collective 


leadership of the Svieot Union re- 
mained unchanged at the close of 
fye 
20th Congress of the Soviet 


Communist party. As first secre- 
tary, Khrushchev remains boss of 
the party, a position he assumed 
in 1953 wnhen Georgi Malenkov re- 
linquished the job. The first secre- 
tary is in a position to control the 
vast party apparatus 
throughout 


the country. 


The party elected six candidate 


(alternate) members, an increase 
of four. Among them was the first 
woman ever to serve on the rul- 
^Big party body. A party 
secre- 


tariat of eight members, headed 
by Khrushchev, also was elected.

Khrushchev, first secretary of 


the party and a deputy in the Su- 
preme Soviet 
(Parliament). He 


has been the dominant persoality 
in the party since the fall of 1953 
when he took over its leadership, 
while Malenkov still was premier.

(Dewline) being built in

places on the polar rim 
of the 


North American continent is only 
a component of the vast system 
intended ultimately to give warn- 
ing to this country of enemy air- 
craft (and perhaps later missiles) 
approaching from almost any point 
of the compass. 


Stations somewhat similar to the 


powerful radar installations going 
into the Dewline sites apparently 
are begining 
to appear 
in far 


corners of the world—in Okinawa 
and other far 
Western Pacific 


islands; on inlets 
in the Central 


Pacific; in the Hawaian group; 
up 
in the strategically critical 


archipelago of Alaska; in Green- 
land;

in

Caribbean. 


Texas towers are being built in

Unlike the continental American 
radar systems, the overseas sta- 
tions, cannot be considered a warn- 
ing ' chain."

public schools. 


At his press, conference Satur- 


day, at which' an interim report 
of a quasi-official pro-segregation 
committee was released, Gov. Or- 
val Faubus 
indicated 
that 
he 


would actively partake in a move 
to thwart any campaign in Arkan- 
sas for immediate segregation. 


A majority of the people of Ar- 


kansas 
oppose 
integration 
and 


"every effort must be taken to 
protect the rights and inclinations 
of the vast majority." Faubus said. 


The 
governor 
said 
the 
.best 


course Arkansas apparenly could 
follow would be a pupil assign- 
ment plan which would allow local 
s c h o o l authorities 
to 
assign 


students to a particular 
school. 


Such a system in Arkansas would 
require legislation. 


Faubus said, however, that he 


"contemplates no special session 
of the Legislature at this time" to 
act on segregation bills; but he 
did not rule out the possibility. 


A 5-man committee 
undertook 


a study of steps being taken by 
Ihe state of Virginia to preserve 
segregation. The group was' head- 
ed by Marvin Bird of Earle, chair- 
man of the state Board of Educa- 
tion. Its other members. All from 
east Arkansas where the state's 
Negro population is greatest, were 
'Richard B. McCulloch Sr., of For-* 
rest City, Bert G. Dickey of West 
Memphis,

of

Their 22-page report suggested 


three basic steps: 
(1) The doc- 


trine of interposition as adopted 
by Virginia, 
(2)

under a private segregated school 
system and (3) a pupil assignment 
system. 


The Arkansas committee said it 


believes that Arkansas, "by what- 
ever measures may be most ap- 
propriate, should affirm" the prin- 
cipal in the Virginian Resolution: 


That 
whenever 
the 
Federal 


G o v e r n m e n t 
attempts 
the 


deliberate, palpable, and danger- 
ous exercise of powers not granted 
to it, 
the States 
have 
the 


right, and are duty bound, to in- 
terpose for arresting the progress 
of evil, and preserving the author- 
ities, rights and liberties apper- 
taining to them." 


The committee pointed out, how- 


ever, that the attorney general of 
Virginia had stated that the re- 
solution in no way nullified the 
Supreme Court decision; nor did 
the Virginia Legislature 
or 
the 


people of the state have the right 
to nullify or to suspend the high 
court ruling.

vice, which is being provided on 
a cost basis, a cotton farmer must 
file 
a written request 
with the 


County ASC Office prior to March

service in Hempstead County has 
been established at $6.00 per farm
